earthquake an d tire.

San Fran cisco 
at last Is so wid e awake that she sits 
no lon ger, but is stan d in g up an d tak­ 
ing n otice. 
Sin* is on tiptoe. 
“Murd er will out.” said Dan iel Web 
eter. So will graft; n ot always perhaps, 
but sometimes. 
But graft 
is pretty 
sure to “out” when it is pursued for a 
long term of years 
with the brazen 
boldness of a grin n in g gargoyle on a 
cornice, ex posed to all men ’s ey es.

If any city ever was de- 
! stroy ed by a “ v isitation of Provid en ce” 
for its wicked n ess San Fran cisco was 
j that city . It was Sod om an d 
rah amalgamated . It was the worst of 
Paris tran splan ted In a fouler soil. 
San Fran cisco was n ot merely gay, not 
simply lighthearted ; It was rcekiugly. 
putridly wicked . 
Vice 
strod e the 
streets un checked . Shame flaun ted her 
scarlet ban n ers from the casemen ts. 
The pain ted jezebel an d the perfumed 
pariah held carn ival in the midst of 
the city un challen ged . The vilest d on s 
of in famy in an y white man ’s commu­ 
nity 011 the face of the earth ran wid e 
open in San Fran cisco, an d 
ev ery body 
knew it. 
But San Fran cisco d id n ’t 
care. 
Un ion labor polities was n ot respon ­ 
sible for this con d ition . 
Such thin gs 
had been goin g on for half a cen tury. 
The town grew up that way. 
Suc­ 
cessiv e ad min istration s, however emi­ 
nently respectable they might have 
j been or were supposed to be. licen sed 
these places, these houses of In famy 
which were restauran ts, barrooms and 
bedrooms in on e. 
They collected the 
license mon ey for the city treasury 
and let the vile d en s run . 
After Schmitz became mayor some­ 
body d iscovered that those places were 
Immoral. 
Somebod y

Abe Ruef an d the whole board of su­ 
pervisors for felon y. 
The hoard of 
supervisors is the legislative bod y of 
Sau Fran cisco. This bod y makes laws 
—or breaks them—for the con solid ated 
city an d coun ty. To it falls the gran t­ 
in g of fran chises. 
Up to on e year ago 
San Fran cisco had n hoard of super­ 
visors that was satisfactory to n il good 
citizen s. The eighteen men composin g 
it were elected , with but few ex cep­ 
tion s, 011 old party tic kets, though the 
n ew Un ion Labor party, origin ated by 
Abe Ruef, 
had elected 
Eugen e 
F 
Schmitz mayor for two terms. Schmitz 
had served four years. This man Ruef, 
a private citizen , hold in g n o office 
whatever, was popularly believed to be 
the real govern or of the city. 
It was 
the belief that he con trolled Schmitz 
absolutely, d ictatin g appoin tmen ts, v* 
toes, messages an d all ex ecutive act';. 
Everybod y looked upon Ruef us the 
boss. 
The Grip of Grail. 
San Fran cisco was n ot satisfied with 
her govern men t. 
Most of the people 
believed that graft hml the city in its 
grip, an d this belief was fully Justi­ 
fied by the con d ition of thin gs. 
The 
city mad e a firm resolution to shake off 
the grip of graft. 
Tin » time was ripe 
for it. 
When the mayoralty campaign 
of 1905 came aroun d public sen timen t 
was highly favorable to the overthrow 
of the Ruef machin e, the d efeat of 
Schmitz an d the turn in g over of a 
n ew an d un sullied leaf. 
San Fran cis­ 
co proposed to cut out her ad min is­ 
trative rotten n ess, but n ot the real rot- 
ten uess at the core. 
That had been 
putrefyin g sin ce the establishmen t of 
the city. That was respon sible for the 
Ruef regime’s rotten n ess. 
Let this Im­ 
portan t fact bo bo ::•■* in min d . 
Much of the hysteri« * sort w a s writ­ 
ten concerning Ban Fran cisco after the 


Abe Rn ef’s in rtuemv w tit the powers 
was pretty gen erally kn >wn , particu­ 
larly amon g the "Frem a restauran t” 
class. 
Ruef. be it remembered . Is a 
lawyer. 
The fellows whom licen ses 
wore threaten ed saw Ruef. 
lie ac­ 
cepted their mon ey as retain er fees, 
bein g careful 
give receipts therefor, 
which showed that it was "for legal 
services.” 
Lawyer Ruef’s ad vice was 
so poten t that his cd en ts g» t what 
they wan ted , an d s.» the d en s con tin u­ 
ed to run . It was n il very simple. 


Novelty in Profession of Boss ism. 
j 
Lawyer Ruef accepted similar tees 
for “legal services" in In -hall ol those 
who wan ted build in g permits, sign 
han gin g privileges, street car fran ­ 
chises or what n ot. Had he n ot stud r 
led law lon g an d laboriously an d was 
n ot the laborer in law- worthy of his 
hire? The fact that A be Ruef. a pri­ 
vate citizen . wa~ a practicin g lawyer 
mad e him a d istin ct n ovelty in the pro­ 
fession of hossisru. There i- n » other 
big boss in American mun icipal history 
who has had the good fortun e to he a 
lawyer. It was a very han d y thin g for 
Mr. Ruef. 
So San Fran cisco got sick of Ruef. 
sick of Schmitz, sick of all the govern ­ 
men tal outfit that was con trolled by 
them. Sau Fran cisco set out to over­ 
throw the gan g. Both the old parties 
n omin ated a youn g lawyer. John S. 
Partrid ge, a cleau man of ability, to 
i run again st Schmitz for mayor. There 
j seemed to he n o d oubt of his election , 
with his whole ticket. Just then a cer­ 
tain elemen t of citizen ry d id the wm g 
thin g n t the right momen t to aid the 
opposition. There is a class of c tizen s 
In San Fran cisco, as elsewhere, to 
whom trad es un ion ism is abhorren t 
and the members of un ion s utterly v 
clous. These people got together an d 
organized a body , which they called 


the Citizens’ alliance. Its av owed In*« 
tention was to crush un ion labor. 


War of Class Again st Class. 
It was like shakin g a crimson shirt 
In the face of a bull after gougin g the 
bull with a spear. 
Immed iately the 
campaign 
became 
a 
war of 
class 
against class, mad e so by the silly an ­ 
tics of the Citizen s’ allian ce. The thou­ 
sands of high min d ed workin gmen who 
were sick of Schmitz an d were read y 
to vote for Partrid ge with a whoop 
and a hurrah were alien ated from the 
forces of reform. They wen t back to 
the Schmitz crowd as the lesser of two 
evils accord in g to their view*. Partrid ge 
an d his ticket were bad ly d efeated . 
Schmitz an d his whole followin g w*ere 
elected , in clud in g every on e of the 
Ruef n omin ees for the board of super­ 
visors. 
For the first time Sau Fran ­ 
cisco had an ad min istration altogether 
Ruefian . 
But in the Ruef ticket elected last 
year there was on e weak spot from 
the grafters’ viewpoin t. 
William H.

A policeman cau not arrest a man 
u nless he has su fficient ev idence to 
conv ict, for carelessness in making 
arrests wou ld lead into all kinds of 
trou ble and litigation. 
The police department of Dix on is 
not large enou gh to hav e men at all 
places, their su pporters say , and it 
is v ery reasonable that the police­ 
man is not on the scene of the trou ­ 
ble.
